Also 
it was the only invisible fire he ever had 
seen—so to speak. | 
Campion complained bitterly of the lack of 
windows and doors in the building. “ We 
have to chop through the walls to get in, he 
said.

Explosion Precedes the Fire. 

The fire was preceded by a heavy explo- 
sion in the northwest section of the bulld- 
ing, which is 600 feet long by 400 wide—one of 
the largest in the stockyards.

At 7 p. m. the fire was discovered by Jo- 
seph Hornish, a watchman, who was passing 
through a beef cooler on the second floor

wall separating that part of the structure 
from section B, although the wall was forty- 
eight inches thick, with sawdust between the 
courses of brick. — | 


Firemen Encounter a Puzzle. 

Hornish, with the room filling with smoke, 
crawled to the door and was carried out by 
another watchman. . Battalion Chief Dona- 
hue was there inside of five minutes and 
sought in vain to locate the fire, which now 
was belching forth black, heavy smoke in 
overcoming volumes. 

A general alarm—the rule with packing 
house fires—brought nearly a score of en- 
Eines, but when they came they were help- 
less. Marshal Campion arrived. » 

“Chop a hole through this wall,” he com- 
manded, and twenty firemen with sledges and 
axes attacked the north brick wall of the 
structure. They hacked and hewed, but it 
was more than a half hour before they had 
made a hole through the outer partition, 
seventy-two inches thick, and, like all the 
others, made of brick with sawdust filling. 


Smoke Overcomes Fire Fighters. 
As the firet of the sledges battered down 
the brick a cloud of smoke, overwhelming, 
found vent. The men were driven back. 
With a hose they tried to enter the building 
through the hole. Again they failed, but 
in a third attack the hose was brought to 
the opening. Then, before any one could 
use it, the three pipemen were overcome by 

smoke and dragged back by companions. 
In two other places in the great wall simi- 
lar scenes were being enacted, but it did no 
good. The firemen, after battering through 
the thick partitions, were driven back by the 
smoke. They could find no other place to 
enter, for all of section A from the ground 
high up into the air was blank wall space, 
built to preserve even temperatures in the 

cooling rooms, ‘ 


Change Point of Attack. 

The firemen changed their point of attack 
and assailed the smoke filled structure from 
section B, the middle part of the building, 
but the smoke had entered this and again 
they were helpless. Chief Champion was in 
despair. 

Smoke gained in volume. It was coming 
from the sawdust between the walls and 
smoldering upward. The firemen fought 
desperately, making a score of new attempts 
to enter the building. Choked, with burning 
eyes, half suffocated, they surrounded the 
end of the building in almost a solid cordon, 
with hose playing on the hot walls. A dozen 
leads were on the roof, and the order was: 

Keep it up until you see the fire, and then 
go for it.” |

ADMITS TWO DYNAMITE PLOTS 


Rosseau Confesses the Umbria 
and Statue Charges. 


HIS CAREER IS A MYSTERY. 


Police Style Prisoner “American 


Pat- 
riotic F 


Thursday with an unloaded infernal ma- 
chine in his possession, admitted to the po- 
lice today that he attempted to destroy the 
statue of Frederick the Great in Washing- 
ton last Tuesday, and also that it was he 
who sent the trunk containing an infernal 
machine to the steamship Umbria at New 
York in May, 1908. 

The prisoner, whose right name is not 
known, made these admissions in the office 
of Capt. Donaghy after he had been identi- 


| fied by persons brought here from New York 


and Washington for that purpose. He gave 

no reasons for the attempted outrages ex- 
that “there are too many foreign at- 
in this country.” 

After having Rosseau under fire all after- 
noon the police classed him as an American 
patriotic fanatic.” The prisoner gave no 
information voluntarily to the police, he ad- 
mitting only those things which the, police 
had fastened on him. Both the Washington 
and New York authorities want the man, 
and it is probable that he will be turned over 
to the police of the latter city. 


Arrest Result of Kelly Case, 

The apprehension of Rosseau was due to 
the disappearance of Owen Kelly, a wealthy 
Irish-American, who is prominent in Irish- 
American societies in this country. Kelly 
disappeared on Oct. 25, and from time to time 
the newspapers, particularly of the east, have 
published articles on the mysterious disap- 
pearance. These, the police believe, undoubt- 
edly attracted Rosseau's attention. 

On Thursday he called on Patrick Kelly, 
the brother of the missing man, and offered 
to take him to his brother in New York for 
$500. He said he and Owen Kelly belonged 
to secret societies that were organized for 
the purpose of blowing up British ships in 
American ports. The valise he carried, he 
said, contained explosives. Patrick Kelly 
notified the police and Rosseau was taken 
into custody. The valise contained an in- 
fernal machine of the clock arrangement 
variety, but no explosives. 


This gave the police the 
clew that he might know something of the 
explosion at the statue of Frederick the Great 
and his picture was taken and sent to both 
the Washington and New York authorities. 


. Worked on Machine in Chicago. 
He said he made part of the Umbria in- 
fernal machine in Chicago and then took it 
to New York in a trunk.

In New York 
he obtained a room at Mrs. Curry’s place 
and there finished the work of making the 
machine. He admitted writing the note to 
Police Commissioner Green, which read: 
“The Mafia greets you and wishes you 
well, The society has declared war against 
England and has ordered the destruction of

It was this note of warning which led to the 
finding of the trunk before it was placed on 
the steamship.

10 ENJOIN CITY. 


Edward Roby Says He Has 
Client This Time Whom 
lle Can Control. 


INJUNCTION NOT HIS AIM. 


Hopes to Get 99 Year Act Before 
Supreme Court and Have It 
Held Invalid. 


Edward Roby. who has brought suit te 
enjoin the city from granting a traction 
franchise, says the case will be pushed to a 
conclusion. 

My client will not tell me to drop the 
proceedings,” he said, for I am my own 
client. In a suit of this kind I want a client 
who will not Interfere or assume to dictate. I 
want a client whom I can control, and I 
think I have one.“ 

Mr. Roby was found yesterday at his resi- 
dence, 10805 Avenue J, where he lives with 
bis wife and grown sons. While not openly 
espousing the cause of the municipal trac- 
tion advocates, he declares that the winning 
of Kis suit will pave the way for that, and 
will certainly result in giving back to the 
people their streets, so that they can drive 
whatever sort of a bargain they please with 
the corporations. 


Will Lift a Mortgage Cloud. 

It my contention is sustained, he said, 
it will lift the cloud of a mortgage from 
this city, which, if it was ever given, has 
certainly been repaid many times.

That is a 
fact, and yet these receivers have expended 
on the improvement of the properties ovr 
$500,000 on one occasion and over $700,000 
on the improvement of the properties over 
ship of connivance? It looks so to me. 


Invokes Anti-Trust Law. 
Tou have seen of course the advertise 
ments which the recently formed New York 
syndicate has caused to be published offer- 
ing $200 a share for Chicago City railway 
stock. When this offer was made the stock 
was selling for about $125. Well, what is 
this syndicate butatrust. Itisa trust under 
every moral or legal interpretation that can 


be put upon it, and as such is subject to the 


anti-trust laws. All the political parties for 
the last ten years have condemned such 
trusts in their platforms, and yet this trust is 
generally applauded. 

Some trusts are beneficial to the people, 
perhaps, because they bring about econo- 


mies, but what does this trust intend to do. 


If my contention is right, it proposes to take 
over $118,000,000 of stock and bonded indebt- 
edness which now exists. It proposes to 
throw away all of the tangible property, with 
the exception of some trackage, and that 
which has been added by the receivers; it 
proposes to spend $30,000,000 more for re- 
equipment, bringing the total cost up to 
about $150,000,000, ng to Alfred Skitt's 


estimate, and then to tax the people at the 


rate of 5 cents a ride to pay interest upon this 
capitalization, although the tangible prop- 
erty is only worth about $40,000,000. 


Could Reduce the Fares. 

“ But if the acts which created these com- 
panies are void, if they never were passed, 
if the companies have no rights to the streets, 
what is to prevent the city from taking pos- 
session of these lines, paying the salvage 


price of $1,000,000 or so for the old junk, and 


starting all over again. It the old companies 
could pay interest on $150,000,000 with 5 cent 
fares, why couldn’t another company, or the 
city, pay interest on $50,000,000 with 2 or 3 
cent fares? That is my contention, and I 
don't see why Chicago should not be in the 
same position as Berlin and other European 
cities to let the revenue from the streets run 
the city. 

“But to get back to the starting of this 
suit. I have been thinking about it since a 
year ago, when the idea of contesting the 
validity of the original acts first came to me. 
Instead of filing my suit and having a sum- 
mons issued, I took the bill over to Maj. Tol- 
man and told him what I intended to prove, 
and he agreed with me to file an answer ad- 
mitting those things about which there can be 
no contention and to stand by that answer, 80 
that we can get a decree and hurry the * 
to the Supreme court. 


Soon Before Supreme Court. 


“ The case will go before the Supreme court 
judges in the February term, and I hope that 
as it is an emergency case they will render 
a prémpt decision, so that the question can 
be settled before April, when I understand 
the tentative ordinances are to be submitted 
to the people. It is only a hcpe, however, 
for I have only known in all my years of 
practice two cases where the Supreme court 
has rendered prompt opinions, no matter 
how emergent the cause. 

“I do not expect that Judge Mack will 
grant an injunction. What I want is a 
Supreme court decision, for that will be final. 
I think, too, that the mere fact of having 
this case pending in the Supreme court will 
act as a brake upon the negotiations now 
going forward.

EARLY CAMPAIGN IS PLAN 


REPUBLICANS 70 START soon 
ON WORK FOR HARLAN. 


Call for Convention Expected Within 
Two Weeks and Date of Nomination 
Probably to Be Middle of February, 

Five Weeks Earlier than Two Years 
Ago—Party Hopes to Gain Advantage 
by This Plan—Educational Speeches 
Projected. |

Now that John M. Harlan practically is 
certain of the republican nomination for 
mayor, the plans for his campaign will be 


dick said yesterday that the call for the 
convention probably would be out. at the end 
of that time. 

The campaign promises to be the most re- 
markable in the history of the city. The 
municipal ownership and charter problems 
will furnish unusually strong issues. The 
republican leaders are advocating a am- 
paign considerably longer than two years 
ago, on the ground that the traction ques- 
tion needs the fullest possible di discussion in 
its bearing on the election. | 


Plan a Long Campaign. 

The Harlan. managers practically have ae- 
cided on setting the convention for the mid- 
dle of February, which is five weeks earlier 
than the date on which the nomination was 
made two years ago. Such an arrangement 
will make the campaign around seven weeks 
long. In those seven weeks it is the plan.of 
the republicans to conduct a campaign of 
education, relying chiefly on the oratorical 
abilities of Mr. Harlan. If the democrats, 
by the middle of next month, are no nearer 
a harmonious agreement on a candidate 
than they are at present the republicans be- 
lieve they will thus gain an advantage which 
cannot be overcome before election day. 

That the ts also are planning a 
campaign of education is evident from a re- 
mark which Mayor Harrison made in the 
afternoon. When asked f comment on the 
passages in Mr. Harlan's acceptance bear- 
ing on maxyoralty administrative problems 
the mayor replied: 

No, I cannot speak of those th now. 
I shall have enough talking on — sub-

New Primary Districts Making.

COLORADO 


DEMOCRATS PROMISE TO UN- 
ELECTION FRAUD. 


Detectives Assert They Have Discov- 
ered Boldest Conspiracy in State's 
Chapter of Voting Troubles and Will 

Arrest Four Prominent Men Within 
Forty-eight Hours—Say They Know 
Every Step in Scheme That Landed 
Peabody’s Opponents in all. 


Denver, Colo,, Jan. 15.--[Special. ]}—Detec- 
tives working for the democratic party to- 
night claim to have unearthed the boldest 
conspiracy in Colorado's entire chapter of 
election troubles, and within forty-eight 
heurs they promise to have under arrest four 
men who "stuffed the ballot boxes. since the 
election. 

One of these men is a prominent repebiican 
politician and wealthy citizen. Another is a 
former city detective, a third is employed in 
the city license department, and the fourth 
owns a big printing shop where the bogus 
ballots were printed, while the fifth is a 
fugutive, 

Every Box Shows Fraud. 


The.suspicion of the democrats was aroused 
by the fact that whenever a ballot box was 
selected out of a dogen in any ward, that par- 
ticular box showed glaring frauds. Denver's 
frauds heretofore have been confined to cer- 
tain wards, but this year every box opened 
showed fraud. 

The democratic handwriting expert has 


made affidavit that 1,000 bogus ballots were 


written by one man. He has obtained sam- 
ples of the penmanship ef one suspect, and 
the sample seems to prove who wrote the 
1,000 ballots. From Nov. 9 to Nov. 11, on 
an order from County Judge Benjamin Lind- 
sey, himself a democrat, the ballot boxes 
were given into the custody of three guards, 
all of whom were republicans. The demo- 
crats assert it was during this time that the 
stuffing was done. 


Democrats Know Every Step. 


Democrats allege they know every step in 
the conspiracy which has landed thirty-seven 
democratic leaders in jail for contempt, and 
that the revelations to begin tomorrow will 
soon prove the innocence of the men sen- 
tenced. Detectives for the democrats say they 
have traced the ballot boxes from the day 


of the election to the present time and at last

to Carry Into Effect the Governor's 

Recommendation That Joint Stock 

_ Companies Be Refused a License 
Until Their Capital Is Fully Paid Up 
—Outside Organizations/ win Be 
‘Required to Meet Same Conditions. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Springfield, III., Jan. 15.—[{Special. Im- 
portant legislation amending the Illinois 
corporation law is to be attempted at this 
session ot the legislature. It will be in a 
sense an administration measure, and bilis 
to effect it; now being drawn, will be sub- 
mitted to the proper state officials before 
being introduced. 

What is wanted is to meet the requirements 
of the notable paragraph in Gov. Deneen’s 
inaugural address. In order to do it the law 
‘regarding foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness in Illinois will have to be changed rad- 
ically. An attempt will be made to change 
it so as to put all corporations doing business 
in the state, local and foreign, on exactly the 
same footing. 4 

The paragraph in the inaugural message 
referred to, and which escaped general at- 
tention at the time on account of its brevity 
and the fact that before the audience woke 
up to it the governor had gone on to other 
topics, reads as follows: 

“I recommend to you that a law be en- 
acted requiring corporations organized in 
this state to have their capital stock paid up, 
either in money or property, before the is- 
suance to them of a license by the secretary 
of state, to the end that the state shall not 
become a silent partner in fraud perpetrated 
by promotors on the investing public. — 


After Foreign Corporatious. 
It Would be easy enough to make this 
change as far as Illinoie corporations are 
concerned. A paragraph added to the gen- 
eral incorporation law would do tt. But in 
order to make the law effective it is necessary 
to reach also corporations organized in other 
states which do business in IlMnois, and that 
is what the bills now being drawn seek to ac- 
complish. 

As the foreign corporation law of the state 
stances now, any corporation organized in 
other states can do business in Illinois by 
simply filing a transcript of its incorporation 
papers with the secretary of state and taking 
out a license. Some of these states are ex- 
ceedingly liberal to the corporations they 
charter. Many are bidding for the privilege 
of chartering corporations by trying, which 
can offer the greatest inducements." 

New Jersey is the state generally thought 
of in this connection, but New Jersey is con- 
servative compared with the Dakotas and 
Idaho, while New Mexico will incorporate a 
husband and wife into a company authorized 
to do a dozen different kinds of business. 


Many Are Wildcat Companies. 


There is no way of keeping 8 


panies, many of them wildcat ones, from do- 
ing business in Illinois unless the secretary 
of state does, as Mr. Rose did in the Ken- 
tucky Investment company’s ease lately, and 
arbitrarily refuse to issue a license. He ex- 
ceeded his power when he did so, but when 
the company threatened a mandamus ee 
he answered that even then it could only ge 

a license at the end of the law suit. Before 
it was brought, however, the United States 
government ended this company by stopping 
its mails under a “ fraud order and that 
settled this especial case. 

That citizens of Illinois have been robbed of 
thousands and perhaps millions of dollars 
by wildcat mining, oil, and similar companies 
organized in other states is notorious, but as 
the Illinois law now stands any corporation 
whose business is legal in the state of its in- 
corporation can secure a license in this state 
simply by asking for it. 

Legitimate corporations chartered in other 
states and doing business in Illinois enjoy 
here the rights granted by their home states, 
which, in many cases, are superior to those 
allowed under the Illinois law, and conse- 
quently have Illinois corporations at a dis- 
advantage. Under the decision of the Su- 
preme court in the Kankakee case, an Illinois 
corporation can only conduct the one busi- 
nessteet forth as its purpose in the incorpora-. 
tion papers and incidentally such side lines 
as are necessary to carrying it on. A rail- 
road company can mine coal for its own con- 
sumption, but not for the general market, 
and a commercial mining company can build 
a railroad to carry its own coal, but not to do 
a common carrier business. 

‘Largely Escape Taxation. 

Other states, however, license one corpora- 
tion to do several entirely different things, 
and so when they come into Illinois they have 
an advantage. They largely escape taxation 
also, and while the legislature could demand 
that all Illinois corporations have their stock 
fully: paid up it would not affect foreign 
companies under present conditions, In fact, 
there have been many instances of corpora- 
tions entirely owned and operating in IIli- 
nois going to other states to incorporate in 
order to obtain greater advantages. 


Some of the Changes Proposed. 

To meet these conditions and make a prac- 
tical law prohibiting stock watering these 
changes in the foreign corporations act is 
contemplated. 

All foreign corporations taking out licenses 
in Ulinois must pay such fees as would be 
required if they had incorporated here. 

They must show what proportion of their 
capital is employed in the business they 
do tn this state and return thé same to the 
state board of equalization for taxation. 

As à consideration for the receiving of a 
license to do business in Illinois they must 


waive all rights, claims, powers, and priyi-. 


leges granted them by other states which are 
not in conformity with the laws of this state. 

Unless their capital stock is fully paid up 
in their home state as required by the con- 
templated statute in this state they cannot do 
business in Illinois. 

It is reported that Thomas Scott of Wayne 
county will be retained as adjutant general 
of the state. It is a place but few men under 
the laws are competent to fill. and Gen. Scott 
has almost the unanimous support of the 
Tilinois national guard for reappointment. -

Terrible orgies in the streets followed, and 
the troops sent to quell the disturbance 
joined the revelers. The supply of some 
kinds of food was sufficient for three months, 
but there was no meat except the nesh of 
horses and mules, The steamer King Arthur 
early in December ran the blockade, and 
brought in 800 sacks of flour. No private 
stores were commandeéred.” 

The Tokio correspondent of the Daily Mail 
says that among the latest Russian prisoners 
who arrived at Nagasaki last Thursday was 
Gen. Nadin, who is over 70 years old. His 
appearance excited the most profound sym- 
pathy. He was so exhausted that he was 
compelled to rest continually, even when 
walking the shortest distances. With him 
was a girl of 15, whose mother was killed by a 
stray shell and whose father is missing. She 
is trying to discover whether her father is 
among the prisoners in Japan.

Leonard Christoffersen of Norway practi- 
cally swept the program of its honors..

the diamond medal offered by Gov. Deneen 
for the championship of Illinois. The gov- 
ernor, who had promised to present the 
trophy to the winner, was unable to go to 
Humboldt Park, but a committee consisting 
of Charles Vail and Peter Olson represented 


Christoffersen Is the Feature. 
Christoffersen’s double victory was the 
feature of the meet, but it was not easily 


gained, Thorwald Thomson of Minneapolis, 


a young skater practically unknown in Chi- 
cago, proved to be built of the stuff of which 
champions are made and gave the winner 
the hardest kind of a fight in every race in 
which they competed. Thomson, however, 
Was not possessed of the endurance and 
strength of his opponent, and although he 
fought every inch of the way he could not 
beat Christoffersen. John Carlsen, a team- 


mate of Thomson, competed despite an in- 


jured knee, which handicapped his speed, and 
he finished in the rear. 
The contest for the Deneen medal was ex- 
citing all the way, and when Christoffersen 
ulled away from his competitor two laps 
m the finish line the crowd cheered. John 
Langley put up a hard fight all the way and 
maneged to wrest second honors from 
Rodde, who came strongly at the end. The 


time for the three miles was 10:30%. 


One of the features of the meet was the 
women's race at a quarter of a mile. The 
withdrawal of one of the entries resulted in 
only three skaters competing. Miss Helen 


C. Frost proved to be the winner, with Miss

Adolph C. G. Anderson was the star of the 
skating meet held by the Chicago Skating 
elub at Lincoln park.

Typical Peasant of France. 
President Loubet’s mother was Marie Mar- 
guerite Nicolet. She was a typical landlord- 
peasant of Franc —siniple, frugal, expert in 
husbandry, hard headed, with a knack of 
driving a bargain. 
The rise in her son’s fortunes did not alter 


change her mode of existence. She preferred 


to remain on her farm at Marsanne, where 


her son was born. There she lived in active 
management of the place, severe yet kindly 
in her treatment of her dependents. 

She adhered to the garb of her youth—the 
plain gown of homespun, the gingham apro 
the slippers, and the white cap with its flu 
edges and wide strings. 


Sorry Her Son Was President. 

However much occupied he may have been, 
the president always found time occasionally 
to visit the old home at Marsanne. It has 
often been told that the only member of his 
inner circle who did not rejoice at his election 
to che presidency was his mother. She failed 
to see how his being president would conduce 
to his happiness. One of M. Laubet's first 
thoughts on being named president was to 
send her a photograph, enlarged to life sige, 
in a handsome gilt frame, to be hung up in 
her parlor. 

When he was president of the senate she 
was busy baking the week's bread as he un- 
expectedly dropped in from Paris. She asked 
him to watch the oven while she was ar- 
ranging to add something to the family din- 
ner. M. Loubet obediently put on her wide 
blue apron and sat patiently.attending to the 
loaves until relieved. pte

Home Was Plain and Simple. 

The farm on which Emile Loubet was born 
is within the limits of the commune of Mar- 
sanne, about two miles distant from Monteli- 
mar. The road that leads to it follows the 
course of a small river and runs between 
rows of tall poplars. 

The farm stands isolated at the end 
valley. It bears the name of “ La Terr 25 
(the terrace). There are two buildings, form- 
ing a right angle. On the ground floors are 
the stables and barns. Above them are the 
living apartments. 

In the wide courtyard chickens are grouped 
about the waste heap, the pigs loaf around, 
and the sheep huddle at the doors of their 
fold. 

With its roofs of red tiles and its white walls 
of chalk, the farm is typical.

End of a Stormy Career. 


The last year of the Combes administration 
has been tempestuous, the nationals making 
a constant and bitter fight the govern 
ment because of its alleged s of espion- 
age upen officers of the army. It was this 
system of espionage, by which the govern- 
ment employed persons in all walks of life 
to furnish secret information concerning the 
past lives, movements, friendships, and fam- 
ily history ef army officers, that undoubtedly 
worked the downfall of the cabinet 

Premier Combes received the various min- 
isters during the day. He looked careworn 
after. ten hours of parliamentary battle, in 
which he occupied the floor for three hours 
and was the center of a continuous attack 
during the remaining hours. He spoke free- 
ly of the intention of his cabinet to retire as 


a whole, and outlined the details of ita closing 


work. 

He regards the retirement as wholly volun- 
tary, as the votes last night, although show- 
ing small majorities, gave enough margin to. 
permit of carrying on the ministerial pro- 


|} gram. However, he considers that his de- 


parture will facilitate the realization of the 


program instead of interrupting it, since his 
| successor will be able to unite the discordant 


elements which have become personally hos- 
tile to him. 
Speculate on New Cabinet. 
It is conceded that M. Combes’ voluntary 


powerful and probably a decisive influence 
in the choice of-his successor similar to that 
which M. Waldeck- Rousseau exercised when 
voluntarily relinquishing power. 

Who will form the next cabinet is not yet 
certain. The logic of the situation appears 
to point to M. Rouvier, and his name is most 
mentioned. He is acceptable beth to M. 
Combes and those who are rebelling against 
his authority. 

Mowever, if M. Combes exercises the au- 
thority to name his own successor he may 
designate M. Brisson, who as president of 
the chamber of deputies assisted in the ex- 
ecution of the Combes program. 

The names of MM. Millerand, Poincare, 
Doumer, and Clemenceau also are promi- 
nently -mentioned, their strength depending 
upon later combinations in the majority 


groups. 
Policy Will Be Unchanged. 

The effect of the change upon the govern- 
ment's policies is not considered to be great. 
The new ministry will have the same ma- 
jority as that supporting Premier Combes, 
and so there cannot be a radical change. 
This majority has repeatedly upheld N. 
Combes’ project tending toward separation 
of church and state. It is expected, there- 
fore, that bs program relating to separation 
will be carried out, although M. Combes’ re- 
tirement probably will exercise a moderating 
tendency. The enactment of an income tax 
and other important measures will not be 
materially affected. 

Premier Combes was waited upon this even- 
ing by a number of members of the chamber 
of deputies, who urged that he reconsider his 
decision to resign, but he positively refused 
to do 80. 

Friends of the ministry maintain that ita 
retirement is voluntary, as M. Combes hag 
succeeded in resisting the effort to compel 
his fall. The opposition, however, hails the 
decision as a victory, claiming that the small 
majorities for the ministry last night left 
M. Combes shorn of effective strength to 
carry out his policies, , 


TIME FOR GERMAN TREATY. 


American Chamber of Commerce in Ber- 
lin Asks President to Have Con- 
gress Pass Appraisal Laws.

The unfortunate 
people after receiving for a short time an 
allowance from the government of 1 cent a 
day apiece for subsistence, are now without 
food. The diseases usually following upon 
fright, exposure, exhaustion, and insufficient 
food are rapidly becoming epidemic. expecia!- 
ly among the children. The helplessness of 
this mountain folk in their need is height- 
ened by the enforcement of administrative 
measures by Which the government prevents 
the people from leaving their ruined villages 
and seeking’ assistance and work in more fa- 
vored localities. Their case is one appealing 
most strongly to the sympathies of the be- 
hevolent, and unless aid is rendered prompt 
ly few may be left to receive it.“

Criminal 
prosecutions, he said, must take the regular 
procedure of examination, first before a mag- 
istrate, and if the magistrate so decides the 
prisoner is held to await the action of the 
grand jury. * 


Criminal Action Dropped. 


Mr. Jerome informed the Standard Oil law-. 


yers that if Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. Rogers 


desired to criminally prosecute Mr. Lawson 


and his publisher they would have to appear 
as witnesses before the magistrate, just the 
same as ordinary complainants. 

This procedure would compel the Standard 
Oil officials to submit themselves to cross 
examination. by Lawson's lawyers. They 
were willing to appear before the grand jury, 
where no troublesome lawyers are admitted 
and all the proceedings,are secret, but they 
would not appear in public police courts. 
Therefore the plan of criminal prosecution 
was dropped. 

Mr., Rockefeller, though opposed strongly 
by his fighting lieutenants, then asserted his 
authority and Imposed a policy of absolute 
silence and standing pat. He exacted a prom- 
ise from them all to abstain from talking for 
publication, and not even to give private in- 
formation that might reach the newspapers, 
and to tnke no open action. 


Rockefeller Sees Reaction. 
„Lawson will overreach himself, was Mr. 
Rockeféller’s declaration. It we let him 


have free rein he will go to greater extremes 


and bring about a reaction against himself 
all the sooner.”

MRS. CHADWICK HAD HER 
RARE GEMS BY THE PECK. 


Customs Officials Say They Have Found 


Jewels Valued at $250,000 Among 


Woman’s Friends. 


— 


Cleveland; O., Jan: 18.— Investigation into 
the charge that Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick 
muggled large quantities of diamonds, 
gems, and other precious stones into this 
country has developed the fact that the 
woman dealt in precious stones almost to a 
fabulous extent. 

In order to make a case on the charge of 
‘smuggling, it was found necessary for the 
government authorities to trace all the deals 
for diamonds and jewelry made by Mrs. 
Chadwick in this country and Europe. Col- 
lector of Customs Leach says that jewelry. 
and precious stones valued at more than 
$250.000 handled by Mrs. Chadwick had been 
traced and located. 

While the government is attempting simply 
to collect any unpaid cuties on diamonds 
brought from Europe, it ts said that all-the 
information will be placed at the disposal of 
Receiver Nathan Loeser, and that he will de 
able to realize thousands of dollars for the 
creditors of the woman. Mrs. Chadwick 
gave by far the greater portion as gift to 
friends and acquaintances. 

The regular customs rate of duty is 10 per 
cent of the value of the goods. On this basis 
the government expects to realize between 
$8,000 and $10,000. The rest of the proceed» 
will be turned over to Mr. Loeser to be dis- 
tributed among the Chadwick creditors. 

Mrs. Chadwick handled pearls, rubies, 
sapphires, emeralds, and garnets almost lit- 


‘erally by the peck.. She did not handle any- © 


thing but the finest article, and there is 
scarcely any cheap jewelry in the entire lot. 


The jewelry is in the hands of innocent per- 
sons scattered all over the country. A seiz- | 


ure of diamonds is not anticipated at once. 

The persons holding the diamonds are those 
who recognize the exact nature of the situa- 
tion. They do not care for notoriety, and 
want to do the right thing in the matter, so 


it is unlikely that seisure will have to} 


be resoried to in any instance. * 


HE ASKS $250 FOR NO HANGING. 


New Jersey. County Sheriff’s Nerves 
Suffered in Preparing Gallows—Con- 
demned Man Is Reprieved. 


Morristown, N. J., Jan. 15.—Estimating at 
$250 the wear and tear on his nervous system 
in arranging for the death of Frank Betsa, 
whose sentence of capital punishment bas 
been commuted to life imprisonment by the 
Court of Pardons, Sheriff Rycrson has pre- 
sented a bill for that amount to the finance 
committee of the Morris county board of 
freeholders, Chairman Jo inson asked for an 
explanation, and the sheriff said:

“noon Frank W. Welch, an attorney, shot 
himself near the heart. The bullet passed 
through the outer wall of his residence at 


6544 Union avenue and imbedded itself two 


inches m an adjoining building, where it 
was found by a policeman, 
It is supposed the shooting was ‘accidental. 


Mr. Welch, according to his wife and sister, 


was in good health, had a prosperous busi- 
ness, and there was no motive for taking his 
life. An inquest will be held this morning 
at the residence. 


_ Cleaning Weapons in His Den.“ 
The shooting happened in Welch’s “ den,” 
a small apartment where he spent most of 
his time while at home. Four years ago he 
contracted tuberculosis, and was advised by 
a physician to go south and live out of doors. 
He went to Texas and found employment 
on a ¢attle ranch as a cowboy, remaining 
there three years. He returned to Chicago 


@ year ago, restored to health. 


Welch brought from Texas his cow punch- 
er’s outfit, including a rifle and a revolver. 
These and a collection of other weapons dec- 
orated the walls of his den.“ He showed 
much pride in them, and often displayed them 
to his friends. 

The attorney had removed the weapons 


from the wall yesterday and was cleaning 


them. He oiled and polished his rifle, an 
army saber, and several knives, and was 
working on the revolver, when it was dis- 


charged. No one saw the shooting. 


Found Dying by His Wife. 
Welch was seated in a chair with his back 
to the wall. It is believed he had the re- 
volver in his hand and was examining the 
lock when it was discharged. The attorney 
still was seated in the chair when found by 
his family, and the weapon was lying muzzle 
up against the side of his desk, still pointing 
at him. 

Mrs. Welch and one of her two sons were 
in another part of the dwelling. On hearing 
the report she hastened to the room and 
found her husband dying. She was pros- 
trated for some time after the accident. 


‘Wife Says She Had Warned Him. 

It certainly was an accident,” said Mrs. 
Welch. “My husband had no motive for 
taking his life. He was in good health and 
spirits and had no financial troubles. I 
often warned him when he was fooling with 
those weapons that he would shoot himself.“ 


Mr. Welch had an office.in the Monadnock } 
building. He was 39 years old.

JAPAN’S STATUS IN FIGURES. 


American Minister to Tokio Reports on 
Economic Conditions and Trade 


Relations of Empire. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—The state de- 
partment has received a report from Mr. . 
Griscom, the American minister to Tokio, in 
which several statistical tables, compiled 
from official sources, compared the first nifie 
months of the present conflict with the same 
time last year. 

These figures show an increase in exports 
‘of $6,424,159, and in imports of $10,080,597, an 
increase of exports in specie and bullion of 
$41,403,294 and in imports of $1,842,370. 

The exports to the United States were 
‘valued at $33,898,622, and imports therefrom 


919,277 and in imports of $2,702,538. 

The national debt of Gapan at the end of 

September was about „000, a debt per 
capita of about $9.46. 
b “Owing to the abandonment of local public 
works and improvements there has been a 
falling off in taxes officially estimated in 
round numbers at $10,000,000. 

The reports from the Tokio and Osaka 
clearing houses for October, 1904, show an 
increase of $21,157,811 in the value of bills 
cleared over the same month in 1903. 

During 1903 postal savings deposits in- 
creased $1,446,977, while during the first nine 
months of 1004 they increased $2,588, 725. 

On Dec. 31, 1903, Japanese registered steam 
yessels above twenty tons numbered 1,088, 
In September, 1904, they had increased to 
1.1903. During the nine months ended on 
Sept. 30, 1904, there were added to Japan's 
mercantile fleet 146 steamers, and there was 

a loss, mainly due to casualties of war, of 
forty-one steamers, @ net increase ae 105 
steamers. 

A striking feature in the industrial history 
of Japan is the unusual abundance of nearly 
all agricultural products, and especially the 
unprecedented yield of rice, estimated at 
248,145,000 bushels for 1904, an 2e ot 
about 17,494,223 over 1903.

John Brant of the Veedersburg News and 
one of the best known democratic politicians 
in this part of the state, and Charles Eck- 
burg, financial secretary of the oddfellows’ 
lodge of this place, entered the barber shop 
of the latter at 10 o'clock this morning. They 
were seen to meet in the street a few minutes 
before, engage in conversation, and then 
turn towards the barber shop. 

It was known that Brant was a member. 
of a committee of the lodge to go over Eck- 
burg's books, and there had been rumors 
that he was short in his accounts and was 
not able to settle. 

Shortly after they entered the shop there 
were muffled sounds of pistol shots, and some 
thought they came from the shop, but no 
investigation was made, At (o'elock, when 
neither man had come out, the door was 
burst — 

Brant was sitting in a chair, his hat pulled 
down over his eyes and apparently asleep, 
but when his hat was lifted up a bullet wound 
was found in one temple and his face was 
2 burned, as if the pistol had been 

eld within an inch of his head. Opposite 
him, and sitting in a chair, was the rigid 
form of Eckburg, shot through one temple. 

It was thought that the two men had quar- 
reled over Eckburg’s shortage and had shot

If there is any truth in the old saw of Hux- 
ley that an ounce of heredity is worth a ton 
of education it follows that if our academic 
culture makes the supreme joy of parenthood 
less ardently craved it is already biologically 
bankrupt. 

“ Thus, as this evil 16 worse with women, 
and as man, unaided by her, can never hope 
to solve the problem of her sex, the argu- 
ment for the highest education of a few of the 
best women is, that thus, some how and 
somewhere, one may arise who will find out 
ea new and a better way. 

Perhaps the gravest danger is that twen- 
ty years after graduation about one-half of 
the college girls in three women's colleges, 
and one-quarter of the graduates in nine 
eastern colleges for men are’ unmarried. 
Few marry later than twenty years after 
graduation, and those who do marry pe ie 
but two children per marriage. aa | 


Another Test than Domestication,

and higher education is the acme, why should 
not the test: of ty also apply to it, as 

as domestication; and if our academic 

. and maidens are the God chosen ones, 
why should not the Abrahamic promise of 
fecundity apply to them, if they keep the 
covenant with their own nature?

The danger which presents itself now is 
the rise in the price of silver which, if it con- 
tinues, may make the silvér peso worth more 
than 50 cents gold, the present standard of 
value.

‘During the year the commission has 
an internal revenue law and abolished the 
industrial taxes which had come down from 
the Spanish régime. The present bill im- 
poses a tax on liquor and alcohol, cigars and 
cigarets, and banks and corporations. 

The internal revenue law, it is hoped, will 
relieve the municipalities and provinces from 


general business of the country from a large 
number of small impositions. * 


Tariff Trade Barrier. 

The secretary says the ee of 
‘Manila harbor and Iloilo harbor has made 
good progress. the $3,000,000 
voted by congress has been expended in the 
construction of roads. . 

The reports of Gov. Wright and of Com- 
missioner Worcester show the necessity for 
reducing the tariff on Philippine products 
entering the United Statés in order that the 
islands may be given a market in America 
leading to a revival of business in the islands. 

The Moro government act was framed with 
n view to giving great latitude in dealing 
with the various Moro tribes, and the wisdom 
of that latitude is shown.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 15,—[ Special. ]— 
Announcement was made today that Will- 
jam Williams, commissioner of immigration 
at the port of New Tork, had tendered his 
resignation and President elt had ac- 
cepted it. It is well understood in oficial 
circles here that differences with Joseph 
Murray, assistant commissioner. of immi- 
gration, were responsible for the resigna- 
tion. Rebert Watchorn, United States com- 
missioner of immigration at Montreal, prob- 
ably will,succeed Mr. Williams. 

The relations of Mr. Williams and Assist- 
ant Commissioner Murray have been 
strained for some months, and it was known 
in Washington at the beginning of this year 
that Mr. Williams would go if Mr. Murray 
did net. But the president saw no reason 
for asking for the resignation of Mr. Murray, 
who is Known as an “ original Roosevelt 
man,“ because he was instrumental in se- 
curing Mr. Roosevelt's nomination for the 
first public office held by the president. 

The differences between Williams and Mur- 
ray were merely personal and did not affect 
the efficiency of the Ellis island administra- 
tion, which was run in a satisfactory way to 
the president, the department of commerce 
and labor, and the commissioner general of 
immigration. The president did not want 
Mr. Wiliams to go, and urged the commis- 
sioner strongly to stay in the office. But Mr. 
Williams was obdurate, and the president

tect the American manufacturer while at 
the same time protecting the American con- 
sumer. 
Both Wisconsin and Massachusetts have 
large protected industries. Their attitude 
toward tariff revision is not that of the cold 
and hungry outsider. If they want tariff 
revision, so will Iowa, and Minnesota, and 
Michigan, and Indiana, and Illinois, Uncle 
Joe Cannon, with his genial avuncular tem- 
perament, might as well humor his still 
loyal and affectionate nephews, the voters of 
the United States. Special privileges to 
special interests constitute a moral issue, 
and tariff revision is a matter of principle 
as well as of dollars and cents. 


ENLIGHTENED RAILROAD MEX. _ 
Here and there over the United States 
there are enlightened railroad men who are 
admitting in conversation and in interviews 
that a railway should be as open and as im- 
partial as the postoffice department of the 
federal government. This was the apt illus- 
tration used last week by a railroad official 
in Chicago. He has had many years of ex- 


sideration. When he speaks of the “ rail- 
road business in terms which would be 
applicable to a “ public utility” he shows 
| how benighted his fellow railroad men are 
who still talk about railroad rates as if they 
were discussing the prices a shoe manu- 
tacturer chose to fix on the products of his 
factory. 

Rates should be as clear and as universal 
to the shipper as stamps are to the corre- 
spondent.“ The ideal embodied in this 
statement will be hard to reach because of 
the variegated complications which trans- 
portation by rail produces. It remains, 
however, the ideal which should be kept in 
mind. ‘The railroad is the avenue for the 


the transportation of intelligence. In- 
equality and favoritism in a railroad are as 
intolerable in principle as inequality and fa- 
voritism would be in the use of a street in 
the downtown district of Chicago. 

The American railroad men who enter- 
| tain clear views of the public aspect of their 
business are among the most hopeful signs 
the times. 


One of the provisions of the Platt amend- 
ment is that the Cuban government shall 
contract no debt for whose ultimate dis- 
charge the ordinary revenues of the jsland, 
after defraying current expenses of govern- 
ment, shall be inadequate.

The funeral ot Prince Anthony will 
the other day at Berlin served to call atten- 
tion to the fact that his two sons, George and 
Stanislas, who were a source of no end of 
trouble and sorrow to him, had beén in a 
measure disowned. For, although Stanislas 
was present at the obsequies, from which 
his eldest brother, George, in spite of his 
being in Berlin at the time, was conspicu- 
ously absent, yet it was the late prince's 
cousin, Prince Ferdinand Radziwill, who of- 
ficiated as chief mourner, who received the 
kaiser and other royal personages at the 
church where the services were held, and 
who on the following day was accorded an 
audience by the emperor in order to return 
to the latter the insignia of the Order of the 
Black Eagle and of the Hohenzollern order, 
worn by Prince Anthony. , 

This ceremony of returning to the mon 
arch the decorations of a knight of the great 
orders of knighth immediately after his 
death is invariably performed by the eldest 
son, by the heir, or nearest male relative of 
the deceased, and if the sons and brothers are. 
passed over and the duty falls to the share 
of some more distant relative, it is equiva- 
lent to a public declaration to the effect that: 
they are unworthy of being received at court 
and by the monarch. Both sons of the late 
prince are now subjects of the czar, having 
been forced to withdraw to their father’s 
estates in Russia after life in Germany had 
ceased to remain possible for them. 


I may add that one of the brothers ot the 
late prince thus ignored by the Kaiser was 
Prince William Radziwill, husband of that 
extraordinary woman, Princess Catherine 
Radziwill, whose recently published memoirs, 
readable and entertaining though they are, 
would inspire more confidence in the readers 
were the latter able to efface from their mind.

‘that she should have been recorded in the 
„Gotha published after the scandal as still 
possessing the order excited boundless 
amazement. 


The king of Würtemberg is leaving these 
days for the French Riviera, where he will 
spend the next few wéeks in the hope of ob- 
taining some relief from the neuralgic all- 
ment from which he suffers. He is likely to 
de the only king besides Leopold of Belgium 
who will be seen at Nice, at Cannes, and at 
Monte Carlo this winter. At Monaco he will 
be received with the utmost pomp and dis- 
tinction. For he is the sole crowned head 
in the old world with whom the reigning 
prince of Monaco can claim kinsmanship, and 
the rouge-et-noir ruler may be relied upon 
to make the most of the matter. The réla- 
tionship comes through the marriage of the 
only sister of the late prince of Monaco 
(father of the present prince) tothe late duke 
of Urach. The duke was the son of Prince 
William of Würtembert and of his morgan- 

The members of this ducal house of Urach 
all bear the title of prince,“ and princess 
in addition to the name and title of counts 
and ‘countesses of Wiirtemberg, and are re- 
garded as something more than the ordinary 
morganatic kinsfolk of royalty. In fact, 
they enjoy much the same prestige and posi- 
tion as the ducal house of Teck, of which 
the princess of Wales is a member, and the 
present duke of Urach, a first cousin of the 
prince of Monaco, is married to the ro 
Duchess Amelia of Bavaria. “¥

| NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 
Ibsen Honestly Played. 

A remarkably honest and sincere perform- 
ance of Ibsen's * A Doll's House was given 
by the German company last evening at Pow- 
ers’. The play was given in the integrity. 
of the German translation, with none of the 
original scenes altered or the lines changed. 
The improvements which certain of our 
| English speaking players have introduced 
were not in evidence, and Ibsen, forceful, di- 
rect, and untampered with, was offered. 

The Norwegian dramatist is quite able to 
stand on his own feet. He needs no retouch- 

ing. and it was a pleasure to have last even- 
ing A Doll’s House’’ given without krills.“ 
And the honesty which characterized the 
treatment of the text was carried also to the 
portrayal of the different réles. — 

Mr. Wachsner’s players devoted themselves 
simply, straightforwardly to the work in 
hand. They tried no new readings; they 
indulged in no sensatio or realistic stage 
business. They read the Imes naturally, in- 


} telligently, unaffectedly, and so far as stage 


conditions made possible they behaved them- 
selves as well educated, refined people would 
do in everyday lHfe.

Bispham - Hall Recital. 
The first of four song recitals which David 
Bispham is to give in Music hall attracted 
to that useful concert room yesterday after- 


noon an audience of good size and of appre- 


ciative disposition. The program was de- 
voted to three song cycles of German leder 
the Beethoven To the Distant Loved One.“ 
and the Schumann Woman's Love and 
Lite and The Poet's Love.” To the first 
and last Mr. Bispham brought his admirable 
interpretative powers and excellent musical 
taste, and to the Woman's Love and Life 1 
Miss Marguerite Hall lent her frequently 
commended abilities 

It was an afternoon of serious musical char 
acter, but it offered much that was enjoy- 
able, much that was interesting. Of the 
three cycles there is little need be said. The} 
are the three most closely knit and complete 
'eycles that the classic lied literature con- 
tains, the Miller Maid ” cycle of Schubert, 
which Mr. Bispham will sing next Sunday, 
standing next to them probably in musical 
and poetic unity. But even this lovely cycle 
of Schubert's is less compactly builded than 
are the three heard yesterday. 

There is no more beautiful voicing of wom- 
anly devotion to be found in any language 
than that with which Chamisso enriched 
German literature in his Woman's Love 
and Life,” and a more perfeet musical setting 
of these poems than that which Schumann 
supplied could not be wished. The cycle is 
one of the art gems of the world, and the 
opportunity to hear it again yesterday was 
genuinely welcome. Miss Hall sang the eight 
songs with gratifying vocal finish and beauty. 
Her voice is sympathetic and rich, and, there- 
fore, admirably suited to the gently rapturous 
mood of the text and music. She-has ber, 
vocal material excellently in hand, and in. 
enunciation, phrasing, shading, and technical 
finesse her work leaves virtually nothing: 
to be. desired. It is admirable singing, and 
‘interpretatively she caught in most gratify- 
ing degree the spirit and fine sentiment of 
the words and music.

These speculations had been more or less 
crudely adapted, minus their paganism, to 
the doctrines of Christianity; and in all the 
‘universities teachers and students were en- 
gaged, not in trying to impart and to acquire 
knowledge which was practically useful but 
in disputing over the same old questions, 
thrashing out the same old straw, which 
been disputed over and thrashed out for 2,000 
years, 

The old philosophy disdained to be useful. 
It did not aim at improving men's conditions. 


| It aimed only at teaching them to be content 


in the condition in which they found them-. 
selves, Its purpose was not to teach its fol- 
lowers how to find out the scerets of nature 
but how to reason well on abstract proposi- 
tions. It taught mén it was a matter of in- 


| difference whether they had roofs over their 
heads or clothes on their backs, so long as 
| they were making progress in dialectics, that 


they should not devote themselves to sucb 
low pursuits as that of making their families 
comfortable, healing the sick, and securing 
needful changes in laws, but should pursue 
without ceasing certain evanescent objects 
called truth and virtue,” in regard to the

Bacon thought that philosephy should set 
before itself objects different from these. 
He valued as highly as anybody studies 
that strengthen and elevate the mind; but

efforts hid produced. The great end and 
aim, therefore, of his philosophy was not 
to teach men to dispute, but to enable them 
to increase thelr physical well-being; not 
to teach them how to get along without 
shoes, but how to make better shoes; not to 
puzzle them with metaphysical subtleties, 
but to endow the life and condition of man 


with new powers or works.” The Ute and

It could be done only by 
men who should gain the mastery over na- 


ture by learning her laws. 


To learn nature's laws it was necessary to 
adopt a means widely different from that 
which the Greek phHosophers and their suc- 
cessors had employed. The means Bacon 
proposed was induction. The old philoso- 
phers had reasoned from generals to par- 
ticulars. Instead, for example, of experi- 
menting to find out why water rushes into 
a vacuum they laid down the general prop- 
osition, ‘‘ Nature abhors a vacuum,“ and 
then deduced from it the particular prop- 
osition that water would rush into a vacuum;

John H. Morris Leases Famous Estab- 
lishment of. the Late A. J. Alexander 
—Will Breed Thoroughbreds. 


Lexington, Ky., Jan. 15.—[{Special.)—John 
H. Morris, for many years trainer of the 
horses composing the Bashford Manor stable 
of George J. Long, has leased for a term of 
wears 200 acres of land, comprising the fa- 
mous Woodburn stud of the late A. J. Alex- 
ander, and will use it as a breeding estab- 
lishment for thoroughbreds. The portion 
which has been leased by Morris is the same 
formerly used by Alexander for the thor- 
oughbred department of Woodburn. 

The revival. of this farm as a breeding es- 
tablishment restores to the turf world prob- 
ably the most famous d. Kentycky’s many 
breeding plants, and the same stables which 
his horses will occupy were once the homes 
of Lexington, Planet, Astroid, imp. Austra- 
lian, King Alfonso, Lisbon, Powhattan, and 
Falsetto. Foxhall, the horse which gave to 
James R. Keene his first international repu- 
tation as a turfman, was foaled here, as 
were also Harry Bassett, still considered by 
many the greatest 3 year old that ever trod 
the turf, and Grenada, one of the best horses 
ever owned by George L. Lorillard. 

The leasing of the place by Morris devel- 
oped the fact that all arrangements had been 
at one time entered into between William C. 
Whitney and Ed Simms, the present owner, 
during the last visit of the New York turf- 
man to this state, whereby he was to lease 
1,000 acres for a period of ten years. The 
lease had been drawn up by Simms’ attorney

Fox Says There Is No Harmony. 

, Supt. Fox said the report made by city in- 
spectors regarding dirt in the streets in his 
district had been greatly exaggerated. He 
Admitted there were some piles, but said 
they were due to the weather, which had 
frogen the dirt so it could not be loaded into 
the wagons and because he couldn't get 
teams. 


“T can give a sample of how the city’s 
men help us out. During the big snow 


working in South Water street, which is in 
its district. My men were cleaning up the 
enow in State street, between South Water 
and Lake streets. By some mistake a couple 
of teams from the city’s gang got into our 
territory and loaded up. When they found 
out they hadn't been shoveling their own 
-gnow they unloaded the wagons back into 
State street.“ 


Expert Says He Is Hampered, but Wins. 
Fox is the New York expert engaged last 
June to clean part of the downtown dis- 
trict. He has a year’s contract and con- 
ted to show that the work could be done 
eaper and more satisfactorily than it had 
been done by the city. He says he has dem- 
onstrated this. 

“The estimated cost for a year,” he said, 
“ig $50,000. This is 20 per cent less than 
an estimate made by the city for the same 
kind of work. We pay our teams by the 
yard and they make more than the city’s, 
which are paid $4.50 a day, but they do more 
work because there is more incentive. 


Many of the teamsters are under the im- 
pression that they are paid by the city and 
will have to wait two months for their 
money. When they find they are paid every 


day they are willing enough to work for us. 


Mayor Brings About the Crisis. 


The district taken by the Fox “ white

course are in smpathy with the movement 
and have done a great deal of good, but un- 
consciously the sentiments which they ad- 
vocate work against the good of the child 
‘labor cause, One of the results of the meth- 
‘ods of unions is the elimination of incompe- 


tent men from the fleld of competitive labor. 


Following the line of least resistance these 
discarded ones learn to depend upon their 
children for sources of income. 

„To get effective control of the situation 
we must begin o adjust the education of the 
children of 12 and 14 years old. The child, 
when forced to go to work through the idle- 


tastes the freer life and the joys of earning 
money and rarely wants to go back to school: 

“The committee is trying to Interest the 
teachers in the public schools to work for the 
enforcement of the child labor laws in those 
communities where the employment of a fac- 
‘tory inspector is impossible.

Mr. Lindsay then gave a few figures. He 
gaid the census showed that in the last two 
decades the number of children at work had 
increased to 300,000 in the mechanical and 
manufacturing lines alone, making a total of 
- 1,700,000. More than two times as many 
boys and three times as many girls are em- 
ployed as twenty years ago.

INFLUENZA FATAL TO MANY. 


Disease Most Prevalent in Chicago Since 
Epidemic of 1891, and “Avoid Con- 


tagion” Is Warning. | 


“Influenza is more prevalent and more 
fatal in Chicago this winter than at any 
time since the epidemic year of 1891," says 
the health department in its weekly bulletin. 
„Twenty more deaths from this cause were 
reported during the week. 

In 1801 influenga was the chief agent in 
increasing the death rate more than one- 
fifth over that of 1890, and numbers of the | 
survivors have never since regained their 
former condition of mental and physical 
health. This added terror of the disease 
makes it all the more important that nothing

Investigations by Dr. Robert B. Preble, a 
medical inspector for the department, are 
held to show “ there can be no question that 
influenza, or la grippe, is the most important 
factor of the increase of pneumonia and, in 
consequence, of heart disease.” 

Statistics are quoted ‘as proof that th< 
deaths from heart disease and from pneu- 
monia have increased at almost exactly the 
game ratio since 1843. The fact that the 
germ which causes pneumonia also irritates 
the membrane covering the vaives of the 
beart ts commented on.
